b o less price than s at present paid.
One factory nh.l-'rcmont,x:\'uh., he was
informed, would this year manufacture
more than two million pounds from
hemyp grown in the Platte river valley.

articla in Europe, They have had o
conference coneluded to ask the farmers
of Nubraska and Kansas to contributen
train load of corn to Lo shipped to the
suflering inhabitants of Russia, Thoy
believe this would eall tho attention of
the civillzed warld to our corn and jts
uges and result in a very materinl in-
ereageof its consumption, The trouble
has beon and is now that Europeans
cannot conceive how ono could eat corn,
which they regard a3 an animal diet
only. Bosides the enormous advertises
ment it would give our domestic corn
and algo thoe states supplying it there
would be an net of charity in it which
would be n gratitieation to all who con-
tribute, It is Dbelieved that the corn
wouldbe transported free to its destina-
tion,nnd thatit wonld be wisdomtodivert
nportionof itfrom Russin toother coun-
tries where, it is desirod that our corn
ghould be introduced. Agents should
boe sent along with the corn to look after
ity proper distribution snd teach the
Europeans how tp cook and use it and
give practical lessons in corn cooking in
all of its branches. DBoth Seerctury
Rusk and Senator Paddock are nnthusl}-
agtic over the project, and are inclined
to take it for granted that Nebraska and
Kansas farmers will gladly respond, a3
the contribution would work no hard-
ship to any of them. The various local
boards of trade in those states would be
expected to eolleet the corn at rallroad
stations and the railroads would trens-
vort it to the sonboard where it is be-
ieved there would bo no difliculty in
securingfroe shipment toits destination.

Delegate 1. A, Kidd, from the com-
mittee on rules, reporied unfuvorably il
rezolution introduced by Delegate Stri-
pel, of Detroit, prohibiting holders of
political offices from acting ps orzaniz-
erg, and the faet wos broacht out that
theresolution was aimed at the inspec-
tor of gidewnlks in Dotroit, whom Del-
epale Coldwater characterized ai one
of ‘tho bust orgamzers in the United
States, The ingpeetor's namw is Robert
Y. Opg.

Delegate Foster thonght the resolu-
tion the most remurkable "that - had
comg before the convention. The test
of » man wus his fldelity o trade
unionism, not his connection with o
political party. 1le pointed out dele-
wates MeNeil, August- Miller, Daly and
others present, all holding political
oflice. .

Delogate MeBride said that in the
miners’ wovement the winers have se-
lected from their ranks wen whom
they have urged in politics.  In Ohio,
in 158, they had inthat state & number
of laws thut were a eurse and oppressive
to the working people. 1o himself was
the first miner to be clectod Lo the Ohio
lemalature, .
